oiir  lad  [P.  357.]  we  left  Mr  Viaud,  together  with  jVltdani^ 
la  Couture  and  the  negro,  juCi  landed  on  the  continent  in  their 
raft,  in  hope  of  fome  relief :  this,* however,  proved  unhappily  ve¬ 
ry  didant,  and  their  miferics  multiplying  hourly,  they  were  redu¬ 
ced  to  fii  horrible  a  want  of  food,  that  they  killed  the  poor  negro, 
and  ptrcelled  out  his  Aelh  with  the  uttnod  parlimony  for  their 
oxiiiiioii  rnblKleiice.  It  is  ailonifhing  how  nature  could  Co  long 
fupport  the  weight  of  fuch  complicated  calamities  !  and  more  a(lo- 
nilhing,  that  wretcheduefs,  in  fuch  a  feeixiing  date  of  extremity, 
could  be'  capable  of  aggravation  1  Viaud,  who  had  maintained  art 
amazing  Qiare  of  fortitude,  and  exerted  hiiufelf  prodigioudy,  be-^ 
gan  at  Ud  to  defpair-^his  drength  failed  him  entirely-^^his  body 
was  all  over  nicerated  with  th^  dings  of  infects,  and  he  lay  down 
to  die,  being  unable  to  travel  any  longer.  In  this  condition  He 
exhorted  Madame  la  Coutnre,  who,  though  (he  had  participated 
in  his  dangers,  was  exempted  as  much  as  po0ible  Irom  (haring  ia 
hi^^fatigues,  and  therefore  dill  retained  her  vigonr  to  confult  her 
own  prefer vation,  and  to  leave  him,  as  hep  unfortunate  (c>n  had 
been  left,  to^  the  bitternefs  of  his  dediny  ; — but  the  grateful 
French  woman,  who  bad  received  the  b^efit  of  his  fervicet, 
wo^d  on  no  account  defert  him  ;  (he  divided  her  rags  with  him, 
which  were  in  his  (ituation  inedimable,  and  mihed  into  the  woods 
with  the  re(biution  of  a  Jione(s,  to  procure  him  (bme  (alntary  noo* 
ridnoent.  Wliild  Madame  la  Couture  was  thus  employed,  pro¬ 
vidence  gracioody  Interpol^  for  thehr  delivery.  Viaud,  who,  du^ 
ring  iier  abfence,  lay  in  a  kuul  of  torpid  doae  Upon  the  ground, 
was.roufed  by  fume  (hrili  voices,  which  awakened  bis  attention.

Have  you  fent  thefe  barbarians 
hither  to  an  end  lo  my  miferies,  either  by  their  cruelly  or 
kiiulnefs  ?  Whatever  you  ordain  I  refign  myfelf  lo  without  a  tnur- 
mur.  Dedroy  or  I'liccoiir  me  ;  1  diall  either  way  be  relieved^  and 
ihall  equally  adore  and  fubinit  myl’elf  to  thy  providence.^' 

“  I'he  voices  were  repealed  feveral  tinies^  and  a  ray  of  hope 
I'cg.in  to  beam  on  my  mind  ;  I  endeavoured  to  raile  myfelf  up  ; 
ami,  after  many  cdorts,  conquered  my  weakneis  fo  far  as  to  be 
able  to  fit  on  the  ground  ;  buc  this  cruel  redciftion  began  lo  leiTeri 
my  triumph  in  this  advantage.  Perhaps,  thought  I,  the  perlbhs 
t  hear  are  failing  on  the  fea,  and  bound  to  foine  diftant  coad  j 
I  hey  can  know  nothing  of  me,  Unlefs  they  land  near  this  place; 
and  then  how  much  more  wretched  mud  this  difappointed  hope 
dill  render  me  I  In  the  helplefs  date  I  am  at  prefcht,  how  is  it 
polfihle  for  me  to  convey  the  leafl  knowledge  to  them,  that  there  ^ 
hes  a  miferable  perfon  here,  who  is in.ihe  laft  need  of  their  huma* 
nity  and  alfidance  ! 

“  This  thought  threw  me  into  the  greateft  defpondtncy  •  I 
drove  to  hail  them,  but  my  voice  failed  me  *  the  dread,  hoWever^ 
of  mifling  the  only  refouree  that  had  prefented  itfelf  to  ns  for  fo 
long  a  time,  ferved  to  redore  part  of  my  powers,  which  I  made 
nfe  of  to  creep  upon  my  hands  and  knees  as  near  the  fhorc  as  I 
could.  1  could  then  didimftly  perceive  a  large  boat,  which  rowed' 
along  near,  the  coad,  and  had  not  yet  palled  by  $  1  ralfed  myfelf

.tnd  to  have  fummoned  their  attention  ;  hut  flie  wms  certainly  then 
at  too  great  a  didance  to  hear  the  found  of  their  voices,  or  fhc

.  “  In  her  Head  1  thought  of  everv  pofifible  method  of  rendering 
invfelf  vifible.  1  happened  to  perceive  a  long  branch  of  a  tree 
within  niy  reach,  which  1  made  nfe  of  to  raife  my  cap  upon,  to 
which  1  fadened  a  part  of  the  petticoat  that  my  companion  in  mi* 
Icry  had  lent  me,  as  before  related  ;  and  this  kind  of  floating  en*

putting  up  moff  grateful  and  fervent  ejaculations  to  providence 
fur  its  gQodnefs  towards  me. 

On  looking  attentively  at  the  boat,  I  bad  the  trnnfport  to 
difeover  that  the  pafTengers  in  it  wore  cloaihs,  which  aifurded  me 
the  comfort  of  concluding  them  to  be  Europeans,  and  not  any  of 
the  favages  of  the  country,  which  relieved  inc  from  the  appre- 
henfions  |  h  »d  laboured  under  from  the 

While  \  was  waiting  for  their  landing*  I  call  my  eyes  all  a‘- 
bout  in  fearch  of  Madame  la  Conlure,  whom  1  was  itiipaiicut  to 
(ee,  that  1  might  have  the  pleafurc  gf  act^uainting  her  with  the 
happy  evept  which  had  arrived  fpr  our  relict,  aud  which  ftjc  might 
be  an  equal  fhtrer  in.  I  felt  my  good  fortune  but  by  halves,  with* 
out  her  pariicip.nion  of  it.  The  tender  cares  0)c  had  bellowed 
on  me,  and  her  tefolving  not  to  abandon  me,  had  livetied  the 
friendfhip  that  had  before  attached  me  to  her,  and  which  our 
common  misfortunes  had  given  birth  to, 

**  The  boat  at  length  arrived  at  fhorc,  the  crew  landed*' and 
came  up  to  me  ;  the  excels  of  iny  joy,  in  feeing  them  lo  near  me, 
had  Hkc  to  have  been  fatal  to  me  ;  it  threw  me  into  a  fwoou  for 
loine  minutes,  which  rendered  me  incapable  of  fpeukiug  one  word 
ill  anfwer  to  the  feveral  quelUona  they  alked  me. 

A  cup  of  lafija,  which  they  poured  down  my  throat,  revived 
my  fpirits,  and  enabled  me  to  exprefs  my  gratitude,  and  to  ac¬ 
quaint  them  in  a  few  words  of  the  miferies  of  iny  fnnation;  wliich 
indeed  they  were  fiifHciefitly  able  to  guefs  at  theuilVlvcs  on  ihe 
iirft  vievv  of  me,  and  therefore  rertrained  me  from  entering  into 
any  of  the  particulars  of  it.  While  I  was  faiisfied  in  finding 
them  to  be  Eurdjjeans,  though  judging,  by  their  iiianner  ol.an- 
fwering  me  in  French,  that  they  were  not  of  that  nation,  yet  1 
never  thought  of  alking  them  what  countrymen  they  were,  as  thU 
information  was  a  matter  of  but  very  little  confequeacc  ;  it  bring 
fufficieiu  for  me  that  I  had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  civilised  j>er- 
'funs,  and  that  I  thought  I  might  depend  upon  their  affiffance. 

1  inireateA.  them  to  hoop  and  halloo  thH)Ugh  the  coppice 
near  us,  whither  Madame  la  Couture  had  gone  in  quell  cf  a  tur- 
key-hen,  in  hopes  flie  might  he  able  to  hear  the  chearful  fbnnd  of 
1m man  voices  ooce  more,  and  he  brought  back  again  to  a  place  of 
fafeiy  and  comfort.

**  I  he  nif^ht  was  now  come  on,  it  was  not  thonpbt  proper  to 
embark  till  the  inornin{^%  1  then  learned  it'was  the  6th'of  JViay  ; 
for  liii  ihat  lirnc  1  could  not  he  certain  of  the  dates  that  pafled. 

AVe  all  leathered  round  my  fire,  to  which  onr  new  friends  Were  fo 
kind  uS  to  carry  me  ;  wc  Tapped  on  the  turkey  and  her  eggs,  to  • 
which  they  abided  foitic  pickled  pork,  and  a  flafk  or  two  of  la  ffia. 
‘I'his  rej.'ad  w  as  doiibtlcfs  the  in*a(l  chcaiTul  of  any  1  had  ever  en- 
ji)yed  lince  onr  fliip-v'  reck  ;  content  of  mind  helped  to  relieve  the 
weaknefs  of  our  bodies,  and  I  began  Toon  to  feel  my  health  and 
flret]gih  returning. 

“  Our  guclls  informed  us  that  they  were  Engliflt,  the  principal 
i)f  vvhom  was  an  ofhrcr  of  infantry  in  the  (crvicc  of  his  Britannic 
majelly,  whofe  name  was  Wright.  I  entertained  him  after  fupper 
wiiii  an  account  of  our  extraordinary  hardlhips  and  adventures; 
and  1  ol)lerved  him  frequently  moved  at  the  mileries  we  had  been 
reduced  to  ;  bf.t  he  was  more  particularly  fhotked  at  the  neceflity  ^ 
which  had  conll rained  US  to  feck  our  prefervation  in  the  facrifice 
of  (Hir  wretched  negro.  He  then  defired  to  look  at  wbat  remain* 
t'd  ol  this  cannibal  food,  and  curiofiiy  tempted  him  to  tafte  a  mor* 

IM  of  It,  which  he  immediately  fpii  out  of  his  mouth  with  the  nu 
inoll  difgnd,  and  pitied  us  extremely  for  having  been  obliged  to 
lailaisi  ourlelves  on  fo  difagrecable  and  unnatural  aii  aliment* 

Alter  1  had  linillicd  iny  reciti'.l,  J  inquired  of  Mr  Wright,  in 
my  turn,  to  what  lucky  chance  wc  owed  the  good  fortune  of  his  | 
c>pj)i>i  tune  fuccour?  He  informed  me  that  he  belonged  to  a  detach¬ 
ment  llniioMcd  at  St  Maiks,  in  the  Apalachian  mouniaitis,  com- 
jnaiuled  hy  IMr  SwetlcMiham;  that  foine  days  before  a  favage  hav* 
ing  reported  that  he  had  found  a  man  dead  on  the  fiiore,  who;  by 
fume  K^maiiis  of  his  cloaths,  feeined  to  have  been  an  European  ; 
that  his  fate  and  belly  were  wanting,  and  he  appeared  to  have 
been  devoured  by  fomc  wild  bealt ;  Mr  Swettenhain,  opon'lhis  ac¬ 
count,  had  fent  him  off,  \viih  an  interpreter  and  four  foldicrs,  to 
iravcrlc  the  coafl,  and  afford  relief  to  every  diftreffed  perfon  they 
might  meet  with  in  their  way.  To  which  he  added,  that  his  ftl- 
peiior  having  obferved-ihe  ftnrmy  weather  that  had  continued  ^ 
ioine  lime,  was  In  apprehenlion  that  a  brigaiuine,  which  he'vvasia 
expectation  of  from  Pa flacola,  freighted  with  provilions  for  the  j 
garrifon,  had  been  call  avvay,  j 

T'owards  the  davvn  ofday  we  prepared  to  embark,  and' my  (pi*  *  | 
lits  were.  fi>  mntii  rcllored,  that  I  thought  myfelf  able  enough  tb  i 

gel  into  the  boat  without  any  manner  of  afliftance,  whicb  1  waf  I 

going  to  attempr;  but  Mr  Wright  would  not  permit  it,  ancl’order* 
id  me  to  be  carried,  faying,  “  I  wilh  you  joyo  f  your  feeming  reco* 
very,  but  you  ought  not  to  prclaxne  too  much  on  it ;  bu(band  your 

ftrength 
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(irength  as  well  as  you  can,  to  fcrve  yon  upon  more  necelTiry  ori 

cafions. 

“  Madame  la  Couture  walked  by  my  fide  to  the  baat,  looking  at 
me  hU  the  way  with  a  fincerc  and  lively  joy  in  her  eyes  ;  **  Re- 
now  (faid  fhe)  whether  1  was  not  in  the  ri|2;hf  to  abide  iiill 
with  you,  noiwithrtanding  your  generous  difinitfai  of  mv^ferviro  ; 
we  are  both  of  us,  thank  God,  alive,  and  in  a  (late  to  enjoy  the 
bledings  of  life,  without  danger  or  reinorfe.  How  wietched  (liould 
J  be,  even  in  111  y  prefent  circumftances,  if,  by  obeying  your  pref. 
ling  inltances,  I  had  met  with  this  deliverance  without  being  able 
10  have  (hared  it  with  you  !’^ 

“  VVMien  f  had  got  into  the  boat,  I  rciigned  niyfelf  iniircly  to  re- 
pofe,  as  having  now  no  other  care  upon  my  mind,  and  JVlr  Wright 
thought  of  puifing  an  end  to  his  expedition.  He  had  already  ira- 
verfed  all  the  ifles  l»uc  one,  and  proceeded  now  toward  that,  in 'his 
tour  back  to  St  Alark.  We  arrived  there  after  about  twelve  hours 
fail  with  a  favourable  gale;  and  I  recollec^tcd  it  to  be  the  one 
whence  Madame  la  Couture  and  I  had  departed,  together,  and 
where  her  fon  had  been  left  to  expire, 

‘‘  The  miferies  I  had  endured  every  moment  fince  that  eventi 
had  anorded  me  but  little  leifure  to  refleci  upon  his  (itnatbm;  but 
iny  return  to  the  very  fjxit  again  afFcifled  my  mind  lb  ftrongly  io« 
wards  him,  that  I  let  fall  many  tears  to  the  dear  hoy's  memory. 

In  the  midd  of  fny  regret  for  his  lofs,  1  remembered  that  he 
was  not  fpiitc  dead  when  I 'took  tny  leave  of  him  :  this  reflcc^iion 
roufed  me  ;  and  that  he  might  be  yet  alive,  and  hi  a  (late  to  bene¬ 
fit  from  our  fuccour,  was  an  idea  that  flattered  niy  mind  furpriling- 
ly.  In  vain  did  reafon  and  probability  oppofe  the  notion  as  a 
thing  iinpollible;  they  con  Id  not  prevail  on  me  to  quit  the  place, 
without  coming  to  ^omt^  certainty  about  lb  interelling  a  faiff.  Ac¬ 
cordingly  J  prevailed  on  Mr  Wright  to  fuffer  us  to  fall  quite  round 
the  ifland,  w^hilc  the  foldiers  wcj-e  exerting  the  utmofl  llretch  of 
their  lungs  in  hallooing  out  la  Couture,  at  frequent  intervals;  but 
no  anfwer  was  returned. 

This  fllenee,  however,  neither  baffled  my  hopes,  nor  lulled 
to  reft  a  certain  Iccret  impulfe  which  prefled  me  inwardly  all  the 
while.  I  he  poor  young  man  might  be  ftill  in  a  date  to  have 
heard  the  voices,  but  not  hi  a  condition  of  refponefing  to  them,  f 
recollc<fted  niy  own  licuation,  in  this  particular,  the  day  before;^ 
and  haw  much  more  deplorable  inuft  his  be,  if  he  war  (lill  aliyel 
Ill  fine,  the  excefs  of  my-  anxiety,  impatience,  and  fond  hope,  be¬ 
came  quite  ungovernable  at  laft.

broking  fharply  in  the  Countenance  of  thofe  who  tiood  tobnd  her* 
in  order  to  pry  into  their  fentiments  about  his  condition,  fl.e  ie« 
tunied  again  to  him*  .caught  him  in  her  arms,  and  endeavoured 
to  warm  him  Into  life  by  her  kilfes  and  embraces,  till  we  were  in 
bilged  to  force  her  away*  left  the  violence  of  her  emotions  inighE 
pofiibly  have  difappointed  the  very  purpofe  ilitehded  by  them*  and 
have  prevented  us  from  fupplying  thofe  aftiftances  which  Wd 
thought  more  likely  to  produce  the  happy  effect  we  fo  morh  wifh-i 
ed  and  laboured  to  obtain.  I  was  To  little  able  to  adtninifter  any 
manner  of  help  myielf  upon  this  occafton,  that  I  fat  ftill  on  the 
ground,  attd  held  her  down  by  me*  faying  every  thing  that  1 
Could  to  encoftragC  her  hopes*  dnd  reftrain  her  agitations.  Sbitf 
liftcned  to  me  with  iinpatietue,  keeping  her  eyCs  tonftantly  fixed 
on  her  fon,  and  ftarting  Up  fn  often  to  run  to  him*  that  my 
llrengih  was  alnioft  exhaufted  in  wiihilioldlng  her  iVom •Interrupt, 
ing  the  operations  that  were  neceff^ry  for  the  recovery  of  our  patient* 
“  Have  but  a  moment’s  caliniiefs  (faid  1  to  her),  fuffer  thefc  ge. 
neroiis  Cngliftitncn  to  take  their  own  way  ;  your  iiiicrpofing  may 
impede,  perhaps  totally  prevent  the  fuccefs  ol  their  endeavours.’* 

1  think  fo  loo  (fhc  would  reply),  I  will  tajee  your  advice,  and  (it 
ftill,”  In  a  moment  after  (lie  would  attempt  to  efcape  me;  1  a* 
gain  exhorted  her  to  remain  qtiiet;  repeated  the  fame  reafbiis,  and 
reminded  her  of  the  promife  the  had  juft  given  me  not  to  (lir.  “I 
remember  it**’  (he  tried*  ••  I  CmdVls  the  breach  ol  my  word*  and 
acknowledge  the  impropriety  and  hazard  vf  rny  condu^  ;  but,  my 
dear  Viaud,  1  have  not  the  leaft  command  over  myfelf*  and  am 
certain  that  1  (hould  recover  my  irafon,  if  1  v\a.>  (bfftred  to  lee  my 
dear  (bn  again,  for  an  inftant,  a  (ingle  ioftant.  Why  do  you  re¬ 
ftrain  me  then  ?  This  muft  he  a  mere  favage  crlielly  in  you.  Oh  1 
If  you  knew  what  it  was  to  be  a  mother !  Had  you  ever  a  child  in 
your  life  ?**  Then,  without  wailing  for  an  aniwer,  ftte  would  afle 
me  many  other  qUellions  in  a  breath  ;  as*  what  my  opinion  vvas  of 
the  hnfinefs  in  agitation  *  whether  I  had  conceived  any  hope  of 
her  (bn’s  recovering,  SlC,  hut  not  in  the  leaft  attending  to  my  re¬ 
plies  ;  and,  all  the  while,  endeavouring  to  get  herfclf  loole  fium 
my  hold. 

At  length  Mr  \Viighi  ran  to  acquaint  us  that  the  yom.g  tuati 
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had  been  recovered  to  his  fenfes;  that  he  had  opened  hts  eye.v, 
wept  intich,  ilnred  at  the  ftraiige  faces  he  fivv  about  him,  had 
afked  where  his  mother  was,  and  what  became  of  me  alfo.  \yhcn 
\vc  appeared  before  him,  fie  knew  us  both  at  once.  You  are 
hi’re  Hill  then  (faid  he,  with  the  feeblell  voice);  is  it  podible  that 
you  (huuld  have  remained  here  fo  long  !  1  have  not  feeii  either  of 
yon  for  a  conhderable  time ;  tell  me  where  you  have  been  all  this 

“  This  was  neither  time  nor  place  to  give  any  account  of  our 
abfence  ;  we  therefore  only  replied,  that  we  were  then  happily 
arrived  to  Cave  his  life,  and  relieve  his  miferies,  and  exhorted  him 
to  lake  courage,  and  be  of  good  cheer,  in  order  to  alfift  us  towards 
his  own  recover/.  We  had  him  then  carried  into  the  boat,  where 
1  laid  him  down  upon  Ibme  of  the  foldiers  cloaths,  which  they 
were  fo  humane  as  to  lend  ns;  I  covered  him  over  with  a  blanket 
and  ftrctched  myfelf  clofe  by  his  couch,  in  order  to  take  care  of 
him  throughout  the  voyage.

“  The  following  day  he  found  himfclf  much  recruited,  but  ra 
ther  more  in  his  mind  than  body ;  for  he  was  now  come  perfe^ly 
to  himfelf,  and  he  had  raved  by  intervals  before.  However,  he 
could  not  recollect  any  thing  that  paifed  fince  our  departure,  ex* 
cepi  that  he  had  often  fainted  ;  and  that  between  the  fits  he  had 
been  fenliblc  of  extreme  hunger  and  chiril,  and  refreflied  bimfeif 
with  the  oyllers  and  water  we  had  left  within  his  reach,  while 
they  lalled  ?  but  was  fo  weak  that  he  coUld  not  flretch  out  bis 
hand  to  fupply  his  wants,  and  was  forced  to  trail  himfelf  along  on 
his  belly,  and  feed  like  a  reptile,  prone  on  the  ground.  He  w^s 
not  capable  of  computing  how  long  he  had  been  left  alone,  and 
it  fecnied  to  him  as  if  vve  had  not -yet  ventured  on  our  raft,  but 
had  met  with  all  the' fut tour  we  brought  him,  juft  as  we*were 
preparing  to  fet  out.  We  did  not  care  to  undeceive  him  at  that 
time. 

“  But  the  pofTibllity  of  his  being  able  to  have  exifted  fo  long  io 
the  Hate  I  had  left  him,  was  a  fubjec^t  of  aftonifhmrnt  to  usj  fujr 
had  it  been  only  a  fad  related,  we  fbonld  none  of  us  have  bad 
f.iith  enough  to  have  given,  credit  to  fuch  an  improbable  ftory

in  his  prefervation. 

“  We  HmH  conclnde  oiir  account  of  this  very  affe^ing  narrative, 
by  inforiniiig  oiir  readers,  that  Madame  la  Couture  was  in  the  end 
blcflcd  with  the  recovery  of  her  fon  ;  Mr  V^iaud  iniirely  reftored, 
and  after  a  moll  lender  parting  ftone  betvvten  the  fufferers,  lhc}j 
were  enabled,  by  the  bounty  of  the  1:  nglilh  officeis,  to  reach  the 
plate  of  their  relpcclive  rcfidcnce/'

SIR, 

IN  a  difqui(rtion  concerning  happtnefs,  it  might  naturally  be  ex* 
pe<fled,  that  every  perfon  could  with  unerring  fuccefa  appeal 
to  the  feelings  of  His  own  heart.  But  the  many  (Irangely  caprt* 
cious  and  difcordant  decifions  which  continually  proceed  from  this 
tribunal,  determine  the  ferious  inquirer  to  a  different  courfe  ;«<le* 
termine  him  to  invefligate  the  real  nature  of  things.  It  b  in  thi» 
way  that  I  am  at  prefent  to  make  an  humble  effort. 

Though,  in  general,  arguments  in  fcience  which  refer  to  final 
caufes,  are  wifely  difregarded  by  pbilofbpbers,  on  account  of  the 
inHce  frivoloufnefs  of  human  genius,  compared  to  the  incompre- 
henfible  operations  of  the  Supreme  Being  ;  yet,  in  a  few  grand 
points,  fuch  renfon  may  with  propriety  be  adopted.  One  of  tbele 
inflances  occurs  in  our  prefent  fubjedt.  We  know  it  is  the  will  of 
the  Deity,  that  all  bis  creatures  fhould  be  happy;  that  is  to  fay^ 
we"  know  this  to  be  the  grand  final  caufe  of  all  his  works.  May 
we  not  then  juflly  infer  from  this  glorious  principle,  that  HappU 
nefs  mufl  be  an  internal  thing;  depending  therefore  on  ourfelves: 
not  external,  and  depending  on  other  men,  or  any  circumftancea 
whatever.  The  difpofitions  of  our  minds,  not  the  relative  (late  of 
objedls  around  us,  conflitute  our  fupreme  felicity  or  mifery.  What¬ 
ever  exifts  beyond  ourfelves,  unleb  in  fb  far  as  it  aflfedls  and  ope* 
rates  on  our  minds,  is  matter  of  mere  indiderehce  :  but  the  ftoics 
feem  to  have  erred  in  this,  that  they  iiippofed  no  neceflary  con¬ 
nexion  between  objedls  external  to  us,  and  the  internal  feelings 
and  conflitution  of  the  mind  :  even  bodily  pain,  becanfe  it  de* 
pends  not  on  ourfelves,  was,  according  to  them,  no  evil  at  all.  If 
this  notion  was  falfe,  they  did  not  want  daily  admonitions  of  its 
falfehood.  Certainly  they  would  find  bodily  pain  to  be  an  evil ; 
but  not  the  greatefl  evil.  Their  apathy,  however,  had  gone  a 
dreadful  length,  when  a  philofopber  could  reply  to  the  groans  of 
afflidlion,  What  arc  theft  to-me?^^  We  are  fure,  becauft  we 
feel  it,  that  external  things  produce  in  os  pleafure  and  pain,  or,  as 
we  may  call  it,  fome  degree  of  good  or  of  evil :  but  onr  fault  is 
gyeat  if  our  highefl  good  or  evil,  our  happinefspr  miftry,  are  derived 
from  thence.  If  we  cultivate  in  our  minds  the  celeflial  affeiflioof^ 
which*  are  the  bett  gift  of  heaven,  piety,  benevolence,  tempennee, 
and  courage,  we  muft  be  happy.  Theft  carry  aloft  the  prize  of 
virtue ; 

IVhat  nothing  earthly  gives,  or  can  deflroy, 

The  fouPs  calni  funjhtne  and  the  hearufelt  joy.  Pope. 

Hence  every  intelligent  man  will  be  ready  to  pronounce  that 
ftatc  of  an  individual,  or  that  date  of  a  ftciety,  to  ^  the  happiefl, 
VoL.

\Vhich  is  moil  friendly,  if  any  fuch  in  particular  there  be,  to  thofe 
hiMiip^n  aifeK^ions. 

\\  hetlier  then  (let  ns,  in  ]irofecotion  of  the  intention  of  this 
piper,  inquire)  does  the  period  of  fociety  iliilinguilhed  by  a  (late 
of  civilization,  or  that  diilinguilhed  by  a  (late  of  rudenefs,  .  coine 
the  ncareft  to  this  defcripiiop  ?  .  ,  .  ,  .  ‘ 

‘flrre  perhaps  it  will  he  expr^ed,  that  I  flionld  define  the  terms 
ctvVAzatiofi  and  rudeJ7cfs,i.n  barbarity.  This,  however,  1  imagine 
!»  be  a  talk  of  too  great  nicety.  1  fhall  only  attempt  to  draw  a 
chiraff erilltcal  outline. 

Men  are  riUle,  I  apprehend,  or  barbarous,  in  a  condition  prirrr 
tb  the  perfect  diflribution  of  property,  the  confecpient  fnbordina-' 
tioii  of  ranks,  civil  arrangements,  political  govei iinient,  and  the 
rUahlifhment  of  arts.  Whenever  their  various  infittutions  have 
arrived  at  foine  degree  of  perfection,  mankind  are  faid  to  be  civi-* 
Itzed  or  polilhed.  Thcfe  Inuaiions,  no  doubt,  influence  the  mind. 
Ktiher  flate  is  friendly  to  certain  virtues,  to  others  unfriendly. 
Kath«*r  Hate  may  lead  to  •ertain  vices.  In  various  fitch  ways  they 
are  perhaps  cmitrafled.  Rude  nations,  for  inftance,  may  be  (up- 
'imfed  to  have  little  room  for  the  exerttfe  of  liberality  ;  but  in  re^ 
turn  they  arc  free  from  avarice.  They  are  unfl^illed  in  arts,  but 
Hu tr  wants  are  few. — Such  are  immediate  and  obvious confeqiienccs 
of  (iiijaiii)n.  There  are  others  lefs  obvious  and  lefs  immediate; 
true,  however,  and  founded  in  ntiquellionable  obfervation,  and'  in 
the  analogy  of  the  hnmnn  frame. 

Rude  nations  are  ohferved  to  be  more  vehement  in  their  altach- 
mcnls  than  the  polifhed  ;  yet  in  their  animofities  they  are  alfo 
more  vehement;  as  friends  more  kind,  as  foes  more  fierce.  They 
are  more  fervCnt  in  devotioii^  bni  they  are  alfo  more  prone  to  fu* 
^^enTniov*  'I'heir  temperance  in  pleafure  is  lefs;  yet  ilieir  courage 
and  c<>mempi  of  pain  is  much  greater.  If  their  judgment  is  lefs 
infonned,  their  imagination  is  more  vivid  and  ftrong. 

In  pl’tce  of  hirtorical  proofs,  we  (hall  attempt  an  expliration  of 
ttiefe  plixnofocna  from  the  confidcraiion  of  the  principles  of  the 
human  confliiuiion  ;  and  thence  we  may  expect  a  fiiisf)ing  anfwer, 
to  our  queflion.  * 

We  ohfei  ved  already,  that  mankind  In  rude  ages  are  difllnguifh** 
Til  by  an  iiniverl'ai  vehemence  of  feniimcnt  and  paflion.  It  re¬ 
mains  to  •attempt  an  analyfis  of  this  jihacnontenon.  Youth  is  ar- 
jmd  pafliotiate  ;  manhood  cool  and  referved.  Shall  we  then 
compare  a  natural  to  a  political  progrefs  ?  The  comparifon  furely 
w^fe  bevond  ineafure  illnfive  and  ahfnrd.  he  truth,  if  I  miftakc' 
in  few  words  this:  After  civil  eflablilhments  are  formed,’ 
civil  rules  and  Ixunuls  preftiibed  to  hunian  actions,  and  man  ha* 
heconte  a  part  of  a  whole  machine;*  he,  as  it  were,  niecbanically 
|>eilorins  his  functions  ;  a  famenefs  and  uniformity  reigns  .around  : 
'vi^d  and  eccentric  ns  his  former  proceedings  were,  they  now  sp-., 
jx’ar'rthiiicti  and  regular.  Hence  men  exhibit  to  each  other  fewer 

fcencs 
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fcenes  of  wonder  and  aftonSniment.  The  mind  habitually  becomes 
more  tranquil  and  difpafGonate  ;  till  by- degrees  the  ardent  tone  of 
pafSon  fubiides. 

So  much  concerning  the  univerfal  vehemence  of  the  paflions  a- 
inong  rude  nations.  Let  us  next  confider  fume  particulars.  We 
ftnd  that  by  nature  we  are  inclined  to  purfue  the  objects  of  our  dc- 
fires — of  our  appetites  and  paffions.  The  firft  may,  in  fonic  de¬ 
gree,  depead  upon  our  opinions;  but  the  laft  altogether.  Hunger 
and  ihiril  often  tempt  us  to  the  ufe  of  fuch  things  as  we  know  to 
^  he  unfiiitable  to  thpfe  defires  ;  yet  affecflion  and  gratitude  can  on. 
ly  refer  to  that  which,  in  uur  opinion,  is  their  proper  objeCf.  .If 
then  our  condition  leads  us  to  form  falfe  or  new  opinions  concern¬ 
ing  the  objects  of  our  dcfires,  the  confequence  is,  that  thofe  defires' 
become  iu  proportion  firong  and  numerous.  The  polifhed  citizen, 
therefore,  it  is  plain,  has  many  more  private  and  felfifii  defires 
than  the  rude  and  fiinple  native  ;  and  from  hence  a  corre(|)ond- 
ing  decay  of  his  public  afieClions  feeins  neceflarily  to  refuit.  This 
appears  to  me  a  tolerably  plaufible  additional  account  of  tl)e 
dent  Jriendpnjjs  (o  obfervable  among  rude  nations.  In  the  very 
fiiiie  way  w'e  may  explain  the  fervour  of  their  devotion.  Their 
fiiperftition  is  evidently  the  effeeft  of  their  ignorance.  The  in¬ 
temperance  remarkable  iu  their  pleafures  is  the .  obvious  conie- 
queiice  of  their  general  delcription.  ^I'heir  courage  and  contempt 
of  bodily  p.  in  proceed  from  the  general  prevalency. of  the  higher 
pafiions.  That  vigour  and  boldnefs,  which  characterizes  their 
invagination,  is  pretty  evidently  derived  from  their  univerfal 
warmcii  and  agitation  of  temper,  joined  to  the  licence  permitted 
by  an  uncultivated  imderfianding. 

From  thc(e  deferiptions  and  invefligations,  lame  as  they  are, 
and  imperfect,  1  hope  it  will  appear,  that  men  in  every  fituation 
■re  capable  of  virtue,  and  confcqiiently  may  be  fupreniely  liappy. 
Nay,  in  an  in/erjor  degree,  we  find,  that  if,  in  conicquedee  0/ 
condition,  pleafure  is  iu  any  meafure  denied  to  one  laculty,  it  is 
compenfated  by  anotber,*as  in  the  infiances  now  mentioned  of  un- 
derfianding  and  imaginaiion.-^Upon  the  whole,  it  feeius  to  be  iin- 
pofiible  to  give  a  judicious  preference,  with  regard  to  their  com¬ 
parative  feljcityi  cither  to  the  ftatc  of  rude  or  polifiied  fociety.

.  Thoughts  on  ReLicioN  and  Atheism.

SIR, 

IT  is  no  argument  againfi  religion,  that  (bme  of  thole  who  have 
non^  are  men  of  genius  and  literature  :  For,  if  we  will  inquire 
into  the  hifiory  of  one  of  thele  men,  we  will  find  that  the  coropa- 
oions  of  his  youth  have  been  thofe  whole  dtfiblute  manners  and 
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debaucbcd  minds  have ’given  him  fuch  ftroiig  prejodices  againft  re¬ 
ligious  principles^  and  the  fear  of. being  hereafter  pnnifhed  for  the 
crimes  then  committed,  that  the  impreflion  is  feldom  afterwards 
defaced.  We  all  know  how  the  notions  impreffed  on  children, 
before  they  are  capable  to  judge  with  propriety,  adhere  to  them 
all  iheir  lives  :  nor  will  all  the  education  in  the  world  hinder  a 
man,  who,  in  his  youth,  has  been  entertained  by  fervants  and 
nurfes  with  (lories  about  ghofts  and  fpirits,  from  being  timorous  to 
walk  in  a  dark  night  through  a  church-yard. 

As  it  is  no  argument  againd  religious  principles,  that  Ibme  of 
thofe  \  ho  are  without  them  are  men  of  literature  ;  (b  neither  b  it 
an  argument  againd  religion,  that  the  atheidical  writings  of  thefe 
clever  men  have  (b  great  an  cffcifl  on  manyof  their  readers.  If 
we  vvlll  confider  who  they  are  who  are  thus  impofed  upon  by  thefe 
Writings,  we  (hall  diid  all  of  them  belonging  either  to  the  clafs  of 
thofe  whofe  underflandings  are  weak,  or  whole  morals  are  vicious. 
With  regard  to  the  drd  clafs  of  readers,  how  eafy  is  it  for  men 
of  genius  and  wit  to  ridicule,  with  fome  plaudbiliiy,  the  fined  in- 
fiitutions,  fo  as  to  impofb  on  men  of  weak  iniellecds  ?  And  how 
eafily  do  weak  men  agree' in  opinion  with  thofe  they  think  vrifer 
than  thomfelves  ?  But,  with  regard  to  the  other  clafs,  who  are  vi« 
cious  in  their  morals,-  they  have  not  only  all  the  inducements  with 
the  fird,  but  they  have  likewift*  a  drong.  intered  in  difbelieving.a 
future  date,  for  fear  ot  being  called  to  account  for  their  actions  in 
the  prefent  ;  and  what  we  widi  fur  we  are  eafily  perfuaded  to  be¬ 
lieve. 

The  authors  of  atheidical  writings  may  be  induced  to  publidi 
them  from  thefe  motives  :  In  the  fird  place,  it  is  natural  for  both 
good  and  bad  men  to  endeavour  to  make  the  red  of  mankind  re- 
fcnihle  themfelves  ;  and  therefore,  the  fame  inclination  that  mo¬ 
ved  Lucifer  to  tempt  Eve  with  an  apple,  that  flic  might  refemble 
kimielf  in  dilolieysng  God,  induces  thofe  authors  to  throw  oat 
their  Ibphidicated  writings  as  fo  many  baits  to  allure  the  unthink¬ 
ing  bulk  of  mankind.  Again,  as  religion,  as  well  as  many  oth^r 
fubjecis,  affords  an  opportunity  to  men  of  wit  of  difplaying  their 
talents  of  tidicule,  if  they  are  fo  difpofed,  the  pleafure  which  men 
of.  this  characler  receive,  in  having  coihinunicated  to  the  world 
fonieihing  new  againd  a  fubjec^  to  which  they  have  an  averfion, 
is  a  fiifllcient  motive  to  them  for  poifoning  the  minds  of  the 
unthinking  youth  of  the  age.  We  fee  daily,  that  the  ties  of  con* 
fanguinity,  and  the  reftraints  of  friendfliip,  are  not  fuflScient  to 
prevent  men  of  a  fatiricaf  turn  from  expofing  to  ridicule  their  bed 
ti  lends  and  their  ne.ired  relations  ;  much  lefs  will  they  be  re- 
drained  from  exercifiiig  their  wit  againd  laws  which  find  fault 
with  their  vicious  pleafures.  • 

That  religion  is  at  prefent  fb  much. contemned,  and  the  profet 
fors  of  it  defpifed,  mud  be  owing  to  the  immoderate  love  of  plea* 
fare  which. prevails  iu  our  natioa  :  this  fb  ingrofies  and  enervatet.

the  mind,  as  to  prevent  all  thought  and  reifletflion  worthy  of  a  ra¬ 
tional  foul,  and  produces  in^  its  votaries  a  contempt  for  whatever 
would  reflrain  their  evil  pra<flices.  It  may  be  lijcewife  owing  to 
part  to  the  diilblute  lives  of  fome  of  the  clergy,  whole  pradlices, 
being  contrary  to  their  precepts,  muft  bring  a  dilgrace  upon  a  re- 
ligion^  which,  though  they  teach  and  profels,  they  cannot  exem¬ 
plify.

A  profelTed  Atheiji  is  a  hypocrite  of  the  deepeft  dye  ;  for  it  it 
not  to  be  fuppofed  that  a  human  creature  ever  lived,  whofe  con- 
fcience  did  not  fuggell  the  exiftence  of  a  Supreme  Being.  Thofir, 
therefore,  who  venture  to  afiert  fuch  damnable  abfurdities,  do  ic 
with  the  declared  intention  of  endeavouring  to  make  others  believe 
what  them  (elves  know  to  be  falfe. 

In  a  converlation  on  thh|  fubjeifl:,  I  had  occafion  lately  to  hear 
of  a  perfbn  who  very  juftly  exemplified  the  truth  of  what  I  have 
now  advanced.  This  gentleman  was  a  native  of  the  northern 
part  of  this  kingdom,  where  he  bad  a  mod  libera]  education  :  he 
went  abroad  at  an  early  period  of  life,  and  returned  at  the  diltUnce 
of  eight  or  nine  years.  Travelling  much  altered  bis  religioiia 
principles,  and  be  declared  fairly  in  favour  of  Atheifm.  Being  a 
per(bn  of  (prighcly  genius  and  agreeable  converfation,  his  compact 
was  greatly  courted,  particularly  by  the  younger  part  of  the 
people  ;  but  this  was  of  (hort  duration  ;  bis  atheiftical  tenets 
traofpired  ;  and  thole  who  had  any  regard  for  their  own  morale 
or  had  the  care  and  inl^tdion  of  others,  very  induArioufiy  avoid* 
ed  one  whofe  maxims  were  (b  baneful  to  the  youthlhl  mtod* 

He  relblved  to  travel  once  more,  and  (ct  out  on  board  a  (hip 
bound  for  Holland.  l>oriDg  thc  firA  days  of  the  voya^,  be  was 
at  great  pains  to  propagate  his  dotArincs  among  fuch  of  his  fellow* 
paAengers  as  would  hear  him  ;  bat  they  were  greatly  dilconcerted 
by  a  violent  Aorm  ;  the  Tailors  pumped,  but  in  vain  t  and,  after 
(^**nggling  hard,  were  obliged  to  commit  the  (hip  to  the  hiercy  of 
the  wind  and  waves.  MoA  of  the  crew  betook  themlelves  to 
prayer.  Our  hero  at  firft  laughed 'tt  them  ;  but,*  in  the  gener^ 

coofufioo. 
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confufion,  be  retired  to  a  private  corner,  and  the  ftorm  having 
l>a»ed,  one  of  the  paflcngers  difcovered  him  invoking  that  Being, 
u'hofe  exijleuce  he  had  attempted  to  difpute,  to  have  mercy  on 
his  full.  This  perfon  svas  joined  by  one  or  tvvo  more,  who  were 
agreeably  furprized  to  hear  Mr  Aiheifl  pour  forth  a  moll  pathetic 
Hiid  fervent  pr»yer  to  his  Omnipotent  Creator.  I'hey  afterv^ardi 
iidided  with  him  to  reconcile  his  theory  and  pratiice  ;  hut* he  ve 
ry  candidly  confefred,  that  the  doctrines  fo  long  advanced  by'biih 
were  ftrougly  contradioted  by  his  eonfcience.  What  pieafure  or 
prolit  can  this  perfon  be  fuppofed  to  have  received  by  fuch  con 
duct  ?  It  is  clear  he  attempted  to  impufe  on  others  vt'hat  he  him 
Iclf  did  not  believe  ;  and  1  am  morally  certain,  that  all,  and  each 
nf  his  brethren  in  principle,  are  at  bottom  in  the  fame  ikuatiou.- 
This  is  hyjiocrify  with  a  vcugcaiice. — 1  am,

SIR, 


IN  all  vvcll  regulated  cities,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  magidfates  to 
attend  as  weli  to  the  fafety  of  the  community  in  general,  as  to* 
have  the  laws'by  which  they  are  governed  duly, put  in  execution 
it  is  not  iny  intention  to  find  fault  with  or  cavjljal  fomeJ^^e  fC 
gulations  enabled  by  the  magidrates  of  this  cily^;  oVi  the  cgitirary, 
1  think'  they  have  been  of  great  fcrvicc  to  the  place,  and  reflect 
credit  on  thofe  who  propofed,  as  well  as  thofe  who  fee  them  prp- 
perly  enforced.  I  am  only  forry  to  find  men  who  feem  to  have 
the  good  of  the  city  at  heart,  by  their  attending  to  matters  of* 
fmaJler  importance,  fo  blind  toothers  of  much  greater  confequencei 
as  grofsly  to  negletfl  what  may  fome  time  or  other  prove  the  dc 
ftrnclion  of  all  Kclinhurgh. 

What  I  have  in  view  at  prefent  is  the  danger  to  which  this  city 
is  txpofed  from  lightning.  Scarce  three  years  fince,  the  Royal 
Infirmary  tt^m  e  iktwkm  of  tlv^  ih/li  the  ft.,  or 

fliould  another  hereafter  fall  upon  the  magazine  of  gun-powder 
the  Caftle,  the  confcqucnce  muft  be  dreadful.  \Vc  have  frequent 
infi'ances  of  whole  cities  being  fuddenly  laid  in  ruins,  and  the 
created  part  of  the  inhabitants  dertroyed  by  an  unexpected  ftroke 
«>f  this  kind.  As  \vc  have  no  certainty  that  fuch  an  accident  will 
not  happen  to  this  place,  fliould  we  not  therefore  ufc  every  pre¬ 
caution  to  guard  againfi  fi)  terrible  a  calamity?.  In  America,  where* 
Tiorms  of  lightning  frequently  happen,  each  individual  endeavours 
to‘ward  off  the  impending  danger,  by  having  a  proper  conJu<fIor 
of  iron  fixed  to  the  highell  parts  of  their  houfes ;  for  example,  to 

the  chimuey.  This  method  might,  I.  think,  be  followed  here 
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wiili  advantage.  It  is  true,  that  in  this  .place  we  have  not  fo 
iniicli  lightning  a-s  in  America;  but  when  we  confidcr  the  fitua- 
lion  of  the  Ciftle,  on  the  highcft  eminence  about  the  city,  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  naturally  moll  expofed  to  an  accident  of  this  kind,  lii 
the  New-Town  1  fee  that  an  apparatus  has  been  fixed  up  at  one 
lioiife,  for  condudling  the  elecffrical  fluid  into^tbe  earth.  Such  a 
one  may  be  erc<fled,  at  a  trifling  expcnce,  in  a  jSroper  place  in  the 
OalHe.  This,  in  my  opinion,  would  indlt  efl^c^iiiaily  fecare  the 
place  from  the.effec^s  of  lightning,  and  at  the  fime  time  be  the’ 
means  of  removing  from  the  minds  of  fothe,  that  terror  which  the! 
fear  of  fo  dreadful  a  calamity  mull  naturally  infufe  into  theni. 

The  method -of  forming  fuch  an  apparatus,  and  of  properly 
ing  it,  I  mud  leave  to  wifer  heads  than  mine  to 'determine.  How-' 
ever,  for  the  fake  of  fuch  gehtlemen  as  are  willing  to  conflrotft  'met 
make  nfe  of  them,  I  (hill  mention  what  I  have  feeti  ufed  in  Ame* 
tica.  The  rod,  formed  of  iron,  the  joints  of  which  are  made  to* 
ferew  into  one  anoiher,  is  commonly  elevated  fix  or  eight  feet  a- 
bove  ihe  head  of  one  of  the  chimneys,  and  contintied  from  thence* 
downvvards  into  the  earth,  to  about  a  foot  and  an  half;  from’ 
theiue  two  iron  rods,  of  about  fix  feet  in  length,  are  continued 
h')rizontally  from  the  boufe  outwards,  forming  an  acute  angle  of 
iliirty  or  forty  degrees.  At  the  ends  of  thefe,  two  other  iron«r6ds 
are  diivCn  direciiy  perpendicular  into  the  earth;  the  intention  nf 
all  which  is  to  preferve  the  foun  laiion  of  the  houfe  from  any  bad 
effetds  of  the  lightning,  which  might  happen  if  the  rod  was  not 
continued  from  the  fidcs  of  the  wall.  *To  the  top  of  the  iron  rocF 
two,  three,  or  more  points  arc  coirneJled,  made  of  (bme  oietaline 
fiibflance,  but  finaller  than  the  main  rod  :  brafs,  I  imagine,  would* 
be  preferable'  to  iron,  as  it  \vould  refid  the  effects  of  the  weather 
better;  or  they  may' be  ’gilded. 

Whether  thefe*  hints  are  noticed  or  noi,  1  can  fiy  that  they 
were  defigned  with  a  good  intention  bv,

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afide  the  dignity  of  the  profeflbr  before  them,-  and  aflume  tb« 
more  engaging  character  of  the  friend  ;  and  that  they  might  be 
induced  the  more  effeclually  to  lay  afide  all  uunecefTary  reUraint, 
he  ufed  to  communicate  to  them  any  nevi'  difcoveries  which  might 
be  made  in  any  branch  of  fcience,  and  tell  them  frankly,  without 
any  fpecies  of  referve,  the  doubts  and  difficulties  that  might  occur 

to  him  on  any  fubjocft. - As  this  was  his  conflant  practice,  they 

were  not  much  furprized  at  his  acquainting  them  one  evening, 
that  he  had  jiifl  received  a  letter  from  a  friend  of  his  in  Holland 
or  Germany  (I  cannot  be  pofitivc  w'hich  of  thefe),  containing,  as 
he  fiid,  difcoveries  in  natural  philofophy,  which  were  of  (ucb  an 
extraordinary  and  whimfical  nature,  that  he  could  give  no  ntanner 
of  credit  to  them  ;  and  that  the  only  conclufion  he  could  draw 
from  the  letter  of  his  worthy  friend  was,  that  hjs  judgment  was 
certainly  failing,  and  that  he  had  communicated  the  reveries  of 
an  infected  imagination  as  difcoveries  in  fcience  ;  that,  on  this  ac« 
count,  it  had  given  him  great  uneafinefs,  as  he  fuppofed  he  had 
lofl  for  ever  a  friend  of  (bund  knowledge,  from  whom  he  had 
reaped  much  folid  inflrutflion  ;  and  concluded  with  fome  moral 
ref)e<^Vions  on  the  infiahility  of  all  human  attainments  ;  with  a  ^ 
praclical  corollary  for  them  all  ever  to  be  modefi,  and  not  to  value 
too  highly  any  human  attainment,  however  dazzling  it  might  be, 
feeing  that  it  might  be  (b  fuddenly  fnatched  away  from  them. 
He  then  produced  the  letter,  and  read  it  to  them. 

The  principal  contents  of  this  letter  were,  that  lately,  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  place  where  the  writer  lived,  it  had  been 
difeovered,  that,  by  turning  a  glafs-globe  quickly  round  upon  its

certain  other  fubflances,  they  felt  no  (hock  at'all  when  they  touch¬ 
ed  the  ball  ;  but  that,  if  another  peribu  landing  upon  the  ground 
touched  the  in,  at  the  place  where  they  were  touched  they  felt  a 
(harp  prickling  pain,  and  fire  was  feen  to  ilfue  from  the  part : 
that  if  one  attempted  to  kifs  another,  when  (landing  in  this  man* 
Bcr,  liiey  were  fuddenly' repelled  from  each  other  by  an  irrefiftiblc 
povver,  which  forced  them  afuiider,  and  fire  was  feen  to  pafs  be* 
tiveen  the  two  ;  with  many  other  things  to  the  fame  pnrpofe- 
After  having  read  the  letter,  all  the  (ludenis  agreed  that  t^t 
pLaeuomena  appeared  to  them  fo  very  ridiculous,  chat  they  could 
uoi  be  induced  to  pay  any  regard  to  them.  However,  Mr  Mac* 
U.4iia  added,  that,  although  he  was  firmly  perfuaded  that  all  of 

tbrfe 
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thefe  were  chimeras  formed  by  the  imaginatioo,  inftead  of  fac^s, 
as  his  friend  affirmed,  yet  that,  as  the  phoenotnena  of  nature  were 
foine times  very  extraordinary,  and  as  he  had,  on  every  former  oc- 
cafion,  found  his  friend  a  very  fober  fenfible  man,  not  ready' to  be 
mifled  by  falfe  appearances,  he  would  not  rejecfl  as  a  falfehood  any 
thing  that  he  had  affirmed  till  he  had  given  it  a  fair  trial  ;  and, 
as  he  had  deferibed,  in  a  very  particular  manner,  the  apparatus 
neceflary  for  producing  thefe  wonderful  effeds,  he  would  caufe 
one  of  the  machines  be  made  in  a  fhort  time,  and  repeat  the  ex¬ 
periment  which  he  deferibed.

lions.

APFRSON’  refidehr  in  the  country,  if  he  makes  but  a  little  ob- 
Ibrvation,  may  ealily  perceive  many  of  the  principal  caiifes 
of  the  prefent  higli  price  of  meat,  butter,  cheefe,  tallow,  and  lea* 
liicr.  If  th’efe  catife^  arc  clearly  ])ointed  out*  to  the  public,  we 
may  then  hope  that  fonie  method  will  be  taken -to  reduce  the 
price  of  tbofe  very  necelTary  articles  of  life.  Every  houfC'keeper 
is  intereHcJ,  and  every  trader  is  dtuibly  inierefted  herein.'  Even 
the  mwijlers  of  Jlate,  if  they  would  confult  the  good  of  the  nation, 
are  concerned  to  give  their  affidance  and  endeavotirs  to  make  pro- 
vifions  cheaper  :  for  this  would  amazingly  increale  the  annual  re*  ] 
Venue  of  the  kingdom,  without  new  burdens  on  the  fubjeol— would 
encourage  matrimony— -and  would  multiply  meti  without  number# 
The  people  nf  the  country,  who  mull  be  allowed  to  be  the  beft 
judges  in  this  matter,  ate  c»f  opinion,  that  the  principal  caules  oT 
the  prefent  high- price  of  meat,  &c  are  owing  to  the  pernicious 
cudom  of  ertgrojjing  fai  nts^  and  exportation  of  horfes  ;  and  I  think 
•they  have  niidenialde  arguments  in  fnpport  of  this  their  opinioll^. 

There  arc  a  vad  number  of  fmall  firms  on  the  arable  lands  or 
this  kingdom,  each  of  which  was  formerly  let  to  a  feparate  tenant, 
wlio  kept  two,  three,  four,  or  more  cows,  according  to  the  (izc  of 
his  farm,  an3  hogs  and  poultry  as  many  as  he  pbdibly  could.

Now,  in  the  fird  place,  vvhai  a  drereafe  is  here  in  the  articles^ 
of  meat,  butter,  cheefe,  hides,  See,  ?  and  yet,  great  as  the  prefent 
ilecrcafe  is,  ir  will  dill  be  greater,  if  «  dop  is  not  put  to  engrofCng 
ef  farms.  In  the  next  place,  this  alfecds  the  trader,  by  diminifh* 
ir.g  the  numher  of  his  cudotners.  And,  in  the  lad  place,  it  dimi* 
idfhes  i^e  Hifim.d  revenue  of  the  kingdom  ;  for  the  labourer  who 
d 'Veils  in  the  farni-hoiife,  and  who  works  for-a  diilling  or  fifteen* 
pence  a  d:iy,-  cannot  he  fnnjmfcil  to  contribute  much  towards  go* 
ventmenr,  hecaufe  many  of  them  cannot  afford  even  malt  to  brew 
•fhc.M  Vwilr  fmall  beer:  .  .  '  .  . 

Breedh  g  of  horfes  for  the  n(e  of  our  neighbours,  or,  in  otkec 
words,  exyortaiiofi  of  horfes ^  is  very  bad  policy  in.  many  refpetfls  j  ^

It  is  pity  if  they  are 
not  for  fome  fervlce  in  the  next  life, 
that  they  fiiould  be  fo  much  in  falhion 
in  the  prefenc  world.  The  minds  of 
men  are  very  capricious,  with  regard  to 
the  objedbs  of  their  pleafure;  mankind 
are  like  children,— want  to  have  every 
bobbj^horfe  that  is  in  ftfltion.  If  once 
they  take  a  fancy  for  a  thing,  no  matter 
what  it  be,— they  are  oneafy  till  they  ob- 
taia  itiP 

**  liat  who  would  think  that  reafoii- 
able  creatures  would  be  fo  fond  of  empty 
titles  which  can  do  no  good?— To  be 
called  Rabbi  of  men,  it  but  an  airy  cn* 
tertaiument.  K  few  common  people 
might  be  excufed  for  having  fooliih  de¬ 
fires;  but  for  learned  men  to  be  fo  weak, 
is  not  fo  eafily  accounted  for.  It  if  vsrry 
likely  bnmsn  nature  doea  not 
morally  better  by  improvement  in  K- 
teralure;  for  unlefs  vanity  be  one  of  the

**  Ambitbn  for  fupremacy  and  prefp* 
gatite  got  fome  way  or  other  into  heaven 
among  the  angels,  and  produced  a  molb 
terrible  cataftrophe.  Satan  was  the  firft  ■ 
we  read  of  whoafi'edbed  to  be  Rabbi,  and 
rebelled  againft  heaven,  becaufe  he  could 
not  obtain  fuch  a  diploma  as  he  wanted. 
It  was  not  long  till  he  feduced  our  fir$ 
parents  into  the  fame  rebellion,  for  tha 
fame  reafon  ;  and  promifed  that  they 
ihoiild  be  as  gods,  knovting  good  and  evil, 
if  they  would  eat  of  the  tree  of  knovtledgCm 

«  Arrogant  as  it  was  in  the  devil,  and 
our  firft  parents,  to  afie^  fuch  bif|h 
titles,  yet  they  took  a  better  method  to 
obtaiu  preferment,  than  many  who  have 
been  influenced  by  the  fame  fpirit  and 
temper  of  mind  fince  their  time.  Satan 
directed  our  firii  porenta  to  tafle  firft 
'  of  the  tree  of  knowledge  brfure  they  could 
obtain  the  title  of  Rabbi*  He  did  not 
chule  to  proftitnte  degreea  ||y  conferring 
them  on  afles,  like  fome  modern  uni* 
verfitiea.  He  wanted  that  candidatet* 
fliould  have  knowledge  to  enable  them 
to  exhibit  and  defend  their  ihcfis  before 
they  were  admitted  to  their  degree. 

•*  Though  Satan  has  one^of  the  worft 
moral  charadbers,  yet  there  Is  no  reafon 
to  accttfe  hUn  of  ignorance ;  nor  docc 
he  chufe,  if  he  can  help  it,  to  confer  hie 
honours  upon  any  but  perfons  of  abilities* 

It  is  contrary  to  his  (chenM  of  policy  to 
dub  the  ignorant  with  degrees  of  ho¬ 
nour*  Hypocrites  are  Ms  favourites,— 
and  the  chief  degrees  in  hU  kiogdom  are 
conferred  on  them  i  and  it  lo^t  fome* 
thing  like  the  temper  and  fpirlc  of  hlf 
kingdom  when  men  are  ambitions  of 
vain  titlet.^In  our  Saviour's  liino  the 
humour  for  degrees  in  coHeget  prevail¬ 
ed  much;  aod  the  reafon  was,  there 
were  many  hvpdcrites.  When  mens 
principles  aao  condutft  cannot  abide 
ferntniy,  they  are  obliged  to  cover  ebeir 
ill  defigna  with  fplendid  ebaratfbers  and 
dignified  names.  This  might  be  toler- 
ame  in  one  who  had  a  manufeript  bjftorj 
to  difpofe  of  to  the  bookfolUrs:  fuch  a  ono* 
may,  with  a  tolerable  %rote,  fee  two  big 
lectera  to  the  end  of  bis  name;  but  far 
profefled  pious  a  ad  orthodox  bretbrea 
to  have  tho  mark  of  tho  bcaft  it  not  fo* 
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«<  I  cannot  well  f*iy,  whether,  in  one 
ff  nTr,  it  ii  any  crime  for  preachers  of’  the 
gi»fpcl  to  efluinf:  titles,  and  affrcfl:  di^ni 
tv :  there  feems  in  he'fomeTrafuii  for  this 
piaCiicr; — tor  nnlits  I'lnan  be  very  rich, 
ur  h.*vc  r»nieihing  g*udy  lo  rccoimnenil 
hini,  nnihini^  that  he  c*<n  fiv  wiil  re¬ 
ceive  .ipprobaiion  in  the  prei'ent  times. 
'rriMh,  iiu<%d«rncd  uiih  ihc  trapping  *•( 
wealth  or  foppery,  cannot  now  be  ad- 
inictt  d  in»o  itir  good  graces  c:f  pious  be- 
Jl«v  r*  G  *  Uinels  at  prcl’c-ot  mull  eitlier 
wtlk  in  tilvrr  dippers,  and  come  in  the 
atiirc  of  the  vrliortAi  M'oinan,  or  b.*  ex- 
«lndpi!  fhr  company  t»t*  perfons  of  repu¬ 
tation There  are  hot  few  that  will 
give  ncr  a  night's  lodging  when  tlie 
loinrs  nakid,  .md  alks  admittance  for 
her  own  fake,  and  that  of  her  mafler- 
oSo.ne  Will  ’iieaninir  men,  when  they 
iound  iliHt  their  doefirine  could  not  he 
received  liil  «iice  ii  w.is  k«i<jwn  how 
great  they  were,  found  thcmfclvcs  o- 
bliged  to  atfume  tiihs,  to  procure  ad 
niittance  for  what  tljey  faid  to  people 
of  condition.— Por  a  doc\*)r  in  divinity 
will  be  liltened  to  with  atcctiiion,  and 
his  di»(ffcrinc  accounted  the  very  elfenco 
of  truth,  and  the  marrow  of  ilic  gofjH*!. 
when  the  words  of  one,  in  the  charac¬ 
ter  rtf  a  mintder  of  the  gofpel,  will  only 
pafs  for  iiliter.itc  jtrgon,  and  biiufelf 
he  eilerined  a  ra>«n  of  no  learning  or 
education.  This  may  perhaps  lie  foine 
apology  for  good  well  meaning  men, 
feeking  to  be  Called  of  fnen  be- 

c.tufe  they  can  do  but  little  good  w*ich- 
oui  bring  fit  d  fuppoftd  great  men.— 
And  were  it  nor  for  one  difliculty,  I 
Ihonld  heartily  approve  of  this  practice: 
—  Bat  fince  our  Saviour  has  forbidden  his 
dilVipies  to  he  called  of  men,  Kahbit  1 
otnnot  raliiy  reconcile  this  practice  with 
the  character  of  a  difciple  <if  Jefus 
Chriil.  Jt  looks  foinrthing  like  doing 
evil  that  good  may  come  of  it,  when 
Jefus  Chrilt  in  his  gofpel  hsth  furbidden 
men  to  aflTc^  fuch  titles;  and  yet  they, 
Ibr  a  pretence  of  ferving  him.  will  con¬ 
tradict  his  exprefs  cninmandmeot. 

It  argues  the  want  of  the  fpirit  of 
the  gofpel,  when  teachers  affect  honour, 
and  dignity  in  the  chnrch.  Our  Saviour's 
ciifciples  were  tainted  a  little  with  this 
bad  principle  tti  the  days  of  bis  flcili, 
and  be  rehoked  them  tor  if,  and  warn* 
Cxi  (hem  againti  it.— —  *  ]t  lluli  not  be 
fa  among  you.*'  ,

the  whole  period  from  the  exertition  of 
Ch>irles  1.  to  the  retloration.  Cromwell 
is  the  piriicular  obje^  of  her  horror; 
fie  embi*8ce«  •-very  opporinni»y  «»f  ptiut* 
ing  him  in  the  blackelt  coiums  ;  and,  on 
the  other  hand,  omits  no  occalitm  of  ex* 
tolling  the  rner't#  of  the  parliament 
which  ovet turned  the  aionarchy.  Not* 
with(k<«<)ding  ihefe  prejudice?,  however, 
Mrs  M^ctiihiy  is  ho^pfiy  in  her  deferip- 
tton  of  characters;  und  the  followittg  i>f 
Cromwell,  if  we  except  iis  exaggeration, 
will  djubclcfs  be  atcepiable  tu  our 
readers. 

*•  The  d'^meftic  adminiHrat'on  of  the 
ufurper  whk  a  greater  opprifltion  tu  the 
libercv  of  his  country,  than  his  foreign 
tranfactious  to  her  fecurity  and  inimd 
as  a  date  The  model  or  rules  of  his 
government  were  of  his  own  nvakmg; 
and  though  he  changed  them  according 
to  his  pleafure  or  conveniency,  bp  never 
abided  by  the  directions  of  any-  He  ra* 
led  entirely  by  the  fword,  burdened  the 
people  with  the  in-4iuten.4ncc  cf  an  ar- 
inv  of  thirty  ihoufand  men,  and  m>re 
grofdy  violated  their  right  to  IcgiQatina 
by  their  reprefentati ves,  than  had  auy 
other  tyiant  who  had  gone  before  bim* 
The  power  he  delegated  to  his  major* 
generals  fuperfeded  the  elUbliflied  laws 
rtf  thr  country.  He  threatened  the 
judges,  and  difiiiid'cd  them  from  their 
o/iice,  when  they  reftifed  to  become  the 
iullruments  of  his  arbitrary  wtll ;  dna* 
prifoned  lawyers  for  pleading  in  a  legal 
mantier  the  caufe  oi  their  clients;  ttack* 
ed  juries;  eluded  the  redrefs  of  habeas 
corpus  ;  and  kept  John  Lilbourn  in  cop* 
fincment  after  an  acquittance  by  the 
verdict  of  a  jury.  In  the  point  of  reli¬ 
gious  liberty,  the  ufurper, *  as  it  ferved 
his  purpofes,  encouraged  and  oppreiTed 
all  the  different  fedtaries.  not  excepting 
the  Papilts;  and  if  he  was  liberal  to 
men  of  learning,  it  was  with  a  view  to 
make  ufe  of 'their  talents  for  his  .own 
peculiar  advantage.

palaces*  M'ilh  a  view  to  poflcfs  them 
u-ben  he  had  compairfd  his  intended  U; 
lurpation ;  and  that  he  never  appeared 
in  public  without  an  oftentations  parMde 
and  pomp,  and  lived  in  high  Hate  and 
magnificence,  is  cotiflrraed  by  nothentic 
records,  with  the  teftimony  of  all  par 
ties.  On  the  difToltiiioa  of  the  repubii> 
can  goYcrnment,  there  were  five  hun¬ 
dred  thoufand  pounds  in  the  public 
treafary ;  the  value  of  feven  hundred 
thoufand  pounds  in  the  magazines;  the 
army  was  three  or  four  months  pay  in 
advance  ;  the  maritime  power  was  fuf- 
ficiently  ilrong  to  enable  £-ngland  to 
give  law  to  all  nations  ;  and  the  trade 
of  the  country  in  fo  flourifliiog  a!condi- 
tiou,  that  nine  hundred  thoufand  a-year 
had  been  refufed  for  the  cuiloms  and 
azeife.  On  the  death  of  the  ufurpar* 
not  withdanding  the*inoney  be  bad  arbi¬ 
trarily  .-.'ied  oil  the  people,  the  aid  af¬ 
forded  him  by  a  convention  of  bis  own 
nomination,  which  he  termed  a  parlia¬ 
ment,  the  vaft  fums  he  had  raifed  by  de¬ 
cimating  the  cavaliers,  /he  fums  paid 
by  the  Ontchy  the  Portuguefe,  and  the 
dnke  of  Tnfcany,  with  the  treafure  he 
at>  different  times  hatl  taken  from  the 
Sp  ^niards,  the  ttate  was  left  in  debt,*the 
army  in  arrear,  and  the  fleet  in  decay. 
To  ibefe  national  evils  was^added  the 
lofs  of  a  great  psr*  »f  the  Spanifh  trade, 
whh  the  fuuuHatinn  of  that  grearncls  in 
the  French  monarchy  which  is  to  this 
day  fdrmidable  to  the  liberty  of  Eng¬ 
land. 

•‘Such  were  fhe]fruits  of  agnvernment 
carried  on  on  the  principles  of  the  j>nb 
lie  good,  and  of  that  oeconomy  prelet  ved 
by  the  parliament;  and  fneh  the  raif- 
chief  to  fncirty,  when  the  lutta  of  an  in- 
dfvidnal  are  to  be  fupplied  from  the 
public  flock,  and  the  general  good  ot' the 
community  facrificed  to  particular  inte- 
reft.  Tt.e  aggrandizement  of  the  French 
monarchy,  to  which  Cromwell  fo  elTan 
tially  contributed,  was  no  lels  fatal  to 
the  inrercfl  of  the  reformed,  which  be 
afied'led  to  pr»iecl«  than  oppofite  to  the 
welfare  and  fecurity  of  England.  To 
fum  up  the  villainy  of  his  condudl  in  a 
few  lioes— he  deprived  his  country  of  a 
full  aad  equal  fyftein  ot  liberty,  at  the 
very  inftaoc  of  fruition;  tloppHI  the 
courfe  of  her  power  in  the  midllof  hor 
vitftorles ;  impeded  the  progpeft  of  re¬ 
format  iow,  by  deftraying  her  govaro- 
menr,  and  limiting  the  boneds  of  bar 
empire  ;■  and.  by  a  fatal  caucurrence  of 
eircnmftaitcesy  was  enabled  to  obtlroCl 
more  good,  and  occation  more  evil,  tbaa 
hat  btea  the  lot  of  toy  oebar  iinlivi* 
dital. 
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**  It  is  faid  that  CroraweM  was  exem¬ 
plary  in  the.,  relative  duties  of  a  foii,  a 
bufband,  qud  father;  and  the  whole  of 
his  private  condudl  has  been  allowed  by 
all  pyties  tu  have  been  decent,  though 
his  mirth  o^ten  degenerated  Into  biTf- 
fooncry,  and  the  pTeafures  of  his  table 
bordered  on  liccntionfnafs.  If,  .ns  a  ci¬ 
tizen  aud  magiilrace,  his  charat/ler  has* 
been  attacked  by  a  few  of  the  jndiciouf, 
there  are  none  who  doubt  the  aliiioli  fu- 
pcrnatural  abilities  ofa  man,  who, ‘from 
a  private  flation,  could  <i|taiii  to  the 
fummit  of  fplendor  aod  power.  The 
accidental  occurrences  of  life,  fo  fret- 
qnencly  favourable  to  l>K)li  .md  madmen, 
are,  never  lakep  into  the  .iccounr  of 
great  fortune.  Fairfax,  though  his  nn- 
derllanding'is  allowed  by  all  parties  tb 
have  been  weak,  had  he  iKtlTefled  a  heart 
as  corrupt  as  Cromweirs,  might  have 
t^ken  the.  advantage  his  military  com¬ 
mand  gave  him,  to  tyrannize  over  e 
people  itnfetticd  in  their  government, 
ignorant  of  their  true  happinefs,  •  and 
divided  both  in  their  political  and  reli* 
pioui  opinions.  Fairfax,  without  abtib 
ties  10  be  of  emiuent  fervice  to  bit  coun¬ 
try,  was  top  hotiell  to  do  it  a  Veal  injury^ 
The  felfllli  Cromwell  let  no  opportunity 
dtp  to  turn  to  bis  particular  advantage 
the  vitfloritfS  gained  on  the  6de  ofliberty, 
and  ellablifli  a  perfunal  interefl  on  the 
ruins  of  the  public  caufe.  That  ha  waa 
active,  esger,  and  acute  ;  that  he  was  a 
matter  in  ail  the  powers  cf  grimace  and 
the  arts  of  byp-tcrify,  Is  obvious  in  eyery 
part  of  his  condnclt  but  thafe  qaaliuea 
arc  no  proof  of  extroorJiuary  abiiiiiea  ; 
they  are  to  be  met  with  daily  in  enm- 
moR  life,  and  never  fail  of  fucccfi  equal 
to  tlicir  opportunities.  The  fagacity 
and  jodgmeni  of  Cromwell,  iu  that  point 
whei'c  tits  peculiar  iuterefl  was  imme¬ 
diately  concerned,  will  appear  very  de¬ 
ficient,  if  we  conlidcr  the  fscriflee  be 
made  of  cbofe  durable  bleffings  which 
mull  have  attended  bis  perfon  apd  pof- 
tcrity  from  acVtng  an  honeft  part,  in  the 
cttablilhiiig  the  commonwcaiib  on  a  juft 
and  permanent  baiis,  and  the  obviona 
danger  of  ihofe  evils  he  incurred,  for 
the  temporary  gratification  of  reigning; 
a  few  years  at  the  ezpencf  of.  bonoofa 
confcience^  and  repole*  ' 

o-Crouiwrll,  both  by  the  mate  and  ft* 
male  line,  was  drfeended  froin  familiet 
of  good  autiquUy;  and  though  it  oloee 
not  appear  he  was  a  proficient  in  eny  of 
the  learned  fcienoetryctiiif  father,  oot- 
wifhftanding  bis  ctrcmnlUnces  were 
narrow,  was  not  fparing  iiijhe  article  of 
edocaiinn.  An  elevated  feofe  of  i^ligio*lf 
sruicB  took  place  in  hla.^^.ilid  after  A  ft* 
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crntiottt  and  prodigal  coarTct  recom* 
mended  him  ta  I  hr  rrl  ormert  of  ihe  age, 
and  waj  the  caufe  of  his  promotion  to 
•  frMt  in  parliament;  ahd  the  giiniace 
of  grdUnrf%’  when  the  retjity  was  rx- 
tin^uitflird  by  the  fumes  of  ambition, 
o»iih  hit  figiial  military  taientt,  at  length 
lifted  him  to  the  throne  of  empire.  Not- 
V'llhtlanding  that  perfetStion  in  the 
Icicnce  of  war  to  which  he  attained,  he 
was  upwards  of  forty  when  he  com* 
tnrnccd  foldier  ;  a  circumilance  not  to 
he  forgotten,  as  it  is  the  only  fplendid 


part  of  bit  chara^er.  He  ufurped  the 
guvernmeut  five  years;  died  at  the  age 
of  fifty-nine ;  married  Elizabeth  the 
daughter  of  Sir  James  Boiirhier;  and 
had  tiTue  -  two  font  and  four  daughters. 
His  eldeft  daughter  was  firft  married  to 
Ireton.  afterwards  to  Fleetwood;  the 
freond  to  John  Claypole  Efq  ;  of  North* 
amptonniirc ;  the  third  to  the  lord  vif- 
count  Falconbridge;  and  the* fourth  to 
Henry  Rich,  grandfon  of  the  earl  of 
Warwick/'

Sir  George  Seville's  Speech  in  defence  of 
Lord  Mayor,  "when  Afr.  Wellbore 
Ellis  moved,  that  he  Jheuli  be  adjudged 
of  a  breach  of  privilege* 

Mr  Speaker, 

The  prefent  quefiion  is  nndonbtedly 
a  quelfion  of  law.  You  affirm  that 
the  lord  mayor  has  committed  a  breach 
of  privilege  :  He  aiTerts  that  he  has  ad¬ 
hered  to  the  law  of  the  land*  Your 
fnppofcd  rights  and  the  charters  of  the 
city  Hand  in  (  ompetitlon.  I'he  queifion 
is,  which  of  the  two  ought  to  yield. 
The  lord  mayor  apprehends,  that  your 
privilrpes  cannot  fuperf-*de  the  rights 
of  any  individual,  much  left  tho^  of 
the  W'hole  nation.  He  looks  upon  Magna 
Chtiria,  and  upon  the  charters  of  ibe 
city,  as  fii}ierior  in  authority  to  your 
privileges;  becatife  th'e  former  are  a<fts 
wf  the  whole  people  and  of  the  three 
branches  of  the  IcgiHarure,  .and  the  Ut¬ 
ter  have  no  other  hatis  but  y<iur  votes. 
Is  it  not  evident  from  the  nature  of  the 
difputr,  and  of  the  defence,  that  the 
-quettton  is  deeply  involved  in  Uw  ^  I 
caa  hardly  iiuagine  a  cafe  that  is  more 
fir,  or  that  is  of  a  more  delicate  texture. 
On  one  fide  ftand  the  undoubted,  the 
OiialfenaLdc  rights  of  the  people;  on  the 
other,  Hand  the  privileges  of  their  re- 
prefentativrs,  13<i  you  imagine  that  the 
urmofl  deference  is  not  liere  to  be  paid 
to  your  conHitueuts,  nod  that  you  ought 
ztot  to  allow  their  rights  to  be  debated 
b'  coonfrl  at  your  b.ti  ?  If  vote  have  no 
rr1pe<^  for  your  conftiUTenta,  d-fcover 
at  Icatt  a  liitle  common  dcccitcy,  and

Did  ^oiiievcr 
hear  of  a  court  of  judicature,  except  the 
inquifition,  that  would  (Tot-  allow  the 
merits  of  the  caufe  to  be  triad  before 
them  by  counfel 2  Did  you  ever  bear  of 
a  court  ofjuftice,  that  would  not  appoint 
counfel  for  the  defendant,  if  he  wanted 
it,  i^Head  of  denying  him  fuch  a  necef* 
f.iry  help^  You  fay,  indeed,  that  yon  are 
the  foie  judges  of  your  own 'privileges, 
and  that  yon  cannot,*  without  bverturn-  ^ 
ing  this  maxim,  appoint  counfel.  But 
does  counfel,  in  pleading  for  the  defen¬ 
dant,  judge  of  your  privileges?  He  dorf. 
no  more  thaif  what  it  done  conHantly 
by  every  man.  He  gives  his  private  •- 
pinion,  and  palles  nn  final  fentence  opon 
your  privileges.  Can  you  mean  any  thing 
more,  by  being  the  foie  judges  of  your 
own  privileges,  than  that  no  final  judg¬ 
ment  concerning  them  can  be  given  by 
any  other  court?  You  certainly  cannot 
expert  that  men  in  general,  wiM  not 
judge  of  the  expediency,  or  inexpediency 
of  any  particular  privilege.  Can  the 
ple4«liiigs  of  coutifcl  he  conlidered  in  any 
other  light?  While  1  thus  firppofe  yoor 
general  maxim  to  be  juli,  while  1  allow 
that  other  courts  have  no  right  to  de¬ 
termine  your  privileges,  do  not  nilcon- 
ceive  me,  as  if  1  meant  that  yntar  prhri* 
leges’are  no  whert.ron«rnvcrfible,-  Fer 
he  fuch  bUfphcmy  from  mymoothl  Oa 
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the  conimry,  I  hold  that  not  only  your 
privileges,  but  the  prrriUges  and  prero* 
gatives,  and  a<5la  of  every  mm,  and 
every  body  of  men,  are  controvertible  by 
the  people  of  KngUod.  |n  the  laft  ro* 
fort,  they  are  the  judges  of  every  great 
national  point.  They  are  the  fupreme 
court,  the  Lord  Paramount,  that  maft 
finally  determine  what  is,  or  is  not,  con¬ 
ducive  to  the  general  gO'»d.  Too  -  will 
find  that,  notwirhllanding  the  Idhg  in¬ 
terval  of  time  which  has  fioce  elapfed, 
they  have  not  yet  forgot  the  maxim  of 
their  anceftovs  recorded  by  Tacitus-«-ir 
tninoribus  rfbus  prinapes  co^fuUitnt,  de 
tnajeribus  omn<s»  Whatever  deference 
they  may  pay  to  their  chiefs,  they  will 
thcnifei  vea  fllll  judge  of  important  mat¬ 
ters.
